Weather Bureau

Now located on the roof of the 
Board of Education building, Santa 
Ana junior college’s weather bur- 
eau will begin operations and obser- 
vations the first week of school, 
it was learned here today. 


Started last season under the 
supervision and direction of H. O. 
Russell, the weather bureau will be 
operated by science students whose 
work will consist of making daily 
observations .and compiling the 
data acquired. 


The equipment in use is essen- 
tially the same as last year. A 
thermometer for the determining 
of the 
daily temperatures has been in- 
stalled. In addition to the thermom- 
eter a wind guage and rain guage 
will be in operation. A sling psy- 
chometer, or wet-and-dry bulb will 
also be used. This delicate instru- 
ment measures the daily dew point 
and humidity.
